soon as possible.

The tax, to be collected from 


millers and other manufacturers 
converting wheat into food prod- 
ucts for human use, is expected 
to yield about $160,000,000. This 
would be used to pay cash benefits 
to farmers for curtailing up'to 20 
per cent of their wheat acreage 
for harvest in 1934 and 1935. 


Although the rate is subject to 
changes, Secretary 
Wallace 
has 


indicated they will be made "as 
Infrequently as possible." 


Translated into terms of the av- 
erage one-pound loaf of bread, the 
tax will amount to' .483 of a cent. 
For all flour except whole wheat 
and graham the tax will be .704 
of a cent a pound. 


Simultaneously with the levying 


of the processing tax, compensato- 
ry import taxes of 30 cents a 
bushel on wheat brought into this 
country are made effective. That 
is in addition to the present duty 
of 42 cents a bushel. 


Recent increases in wheat prices 


are understood to have been ignor- 
ed by farm administrators in de- 
termining the tax rate and its es- 
"mated return.

Conversion factors will be used 


in taxing flour stocks held by min- 
ers and wholesalers on 
July 0. 


Those factors fix the percentage 
of the per bushel processing tax 
on wheat with 
respect to 100 


pounds of flour and other wheat 
products processed from the grain.

4.6 bushels of 
wheat 


used as the basis for those per- 
centages. 


For whole wheat and graham 


flours, the tax on 100 pounds will 
be 166.67 per cent of the 30 cents 
per bushel tax on wheat.
